Tekke Turcomans made a sudden sortie from 
Gieok Tepe and assaulted the Russian trenehes 
which were manned by nineteen companies of 
infantry and 100 Cossacks erecting as infantry 
with three siege guns and twenty-one lighter 
guns. In spite of the heroie defense of the 
troops the Turcomans carried the Russian 
outworks and part of the second parallel, cap- 
turing four mountain guns and three siege 
guns. 
THE THIRD PARALLEL. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jannary 18.—After the 
Tureomans had been repulsed orders were 
given for laying a third parallel. As soon as 
the Turcomans saw the works commenced 
they renewed the attack with their entire 
strength upon the Russian front, but were 
compelled to retire in the fortress by an artil- 
lery fire at close range from the Russian sec- 
ond parallel. The laying of the third par- 
allel was completed on the 10th inst., and on 
the same day the fortress and strongly forti- 
fied outworks were bombarded. At 3 in the af- 
ternoon the Russian columns made an assault 
und after a severe struggle captured the out- 
works. The bombardment by the siege artil- 
lery was still proceeding on the 11th instant. 
The total of the Russian losses in the actions 
of the th and 10th was nine officers and 
eighty-two men killed, and eight officers, 102 
men und eight members of the medical staff 
wounded. The behavior of the troops was 
admirable. 

The Russians then opened an artillery fire 
andthe reserve ‘simultaneously attacked the 
enemy who were dislodged from all the points 
they had captured. All the artillery was re- 
tuken with the exception of one mountain gun 
Which had been carried off during the early 
part of the engagement. The Russian loss 
was heavy. One company of the Apsheron 
Regiment alone had thirty-two men killed in- 
cluding a major and a captain, and ten 
wounded and one officer Was taken prisoner. 
The Turcoman losses are much greater. Their 
dead filled the Russian trenches. Simultan— 
eously With this attack a considerable body of 
Turcoman cavalry made a sortie on the Rus- 
sian camp Which was successfully repulsed.

Memories of Wellington, His Ways and 
Sayings, as Soldier and Statesman. 
Mr. E. C. Grenville-Murray in the Swiss Continent. 


Lord Grey,who spent the flower of his man- 
hood in eavilling at Wellington, once took up 
a volume of the Duke’s dispatches. After pe- 
rusing many pages he said, in answer toa 
question as to what he thought of them: “In 
my opinion he was the greatest man who ever 
lived.”’ Perhaps the Queen is the one person 
now living who would agree with Lord Grey. 
Her Majesty shed tears when she heard that 
„the good, gray head which all men knew”? 
would no longer be seen on this earth, and 
spoke of him in terms which have rarely been 
applied to even Cxsar or Napoleon. 

f toadhere rigidly to a very stern code of 
virtue isto be great, then few men were 
greater than Wellington, and perhaps if his 
power and fame never attained such gigantic 
proportions as those of some other conquer- 
ors the fact is rather to his credit than other- 
wise. “He is too great to be a subject,” said 
Napoleon in 1815. “He will change the 
dynasty.” This sentence has sometimes been 
j in illustration of Napoleon's ignorance 
of England. But the truth is, as knew 
perfectly well what he was saying, and the

A — 
coldness of demeanor which sometimes 
amounted to positive haughtiness was the 
reason Which prevented the establishment of 
sympathetic relations between Wellington and 
his officers. After his elevation to the peer- 
age he was commonly spoken of in camp as 
he Peer,“ partly, no doubt, to distinguish 
him from certain lords who were not peers. 
But what mortal seaman would ever have 
dreamed of calling“ Nell“ the Peer? 

That part of Wellington’s life which has 
been the most visited with censure is his civil 
career; unjustlyas I think. He no doubt 
committed grave faults: but he was honest 
and courageous to a degree. A curious in- 
stance of the latter quality may be seen in his 
conversation with George IV., who conceived 
that his “honor” forbade him to accept Can— 
ning as a Minister. “I can’t, Arthur, I can’t, 
asa gentleman—can [?” “Your Majesty is 
nota gentleman,” replied the Duke to the 
startled King, and proceeded to explain to 
him that a sovereign was not a gentleman, be- 
cause something more. The King gave way. 
Ona subsequent occasion the Duke showed 
equal courage but more tact. George IV., as 
is well known, labored under the hallucination 
that he had been present at Waterloo. One 
day atastate banquet he made this amazing 
Statement, and appealed to the Duke for con- 
firmation. our Majesty has often told me

A Young Brazilian of Genius. 
From the New York Sun. 


Usually the spectacle of youthful precocity, 
of children taking the places and assuming 
the emotions of men and women, is rathera 
matter of pain than of pleasure. But to this 
rule there are exceptions; and when the tal- 
ent is natural and not forced, and the result 
of a genius that cannot do otherwise than ex- 
press itself, the case is different, and we feel 
that such a supreme tulent has a right to shew 
itself at whatever age. 

Young Maurice Dengremont, who was 
heard the other evening for the first time in 
America at Koster & Bial’s concert room, is 
one of these exceptional cases. The gift of 
music has come to him by divine right. He is 
not a prodigy, or at least one cesaes after hear- 
ing him for a moment to think of him in that 
light, and he is listened to not as a marvel but 
as amaster; notas a child struggling to ac- 
complish great things, but as a youth of gen- 
ius to whom they come as naturally as they 
did to the little Mozart or to Haydn, or to any 
other of the musicians who were great from 
their childhood. 

Not necessarily that the Brazilian boy will 
rank with them, for he may entirely fail in 
creative talent; but that if he lives he will 
stand as one of the foremost violinists of his 
day scarcely admits of a doubt. He is but 14, 
and yet he is master of every detail of his in- 
strument. Such splendid free sweep of his 
bow, such breadth and sonority of tone, such 
firmness of touch, such grasp of the meaning 
of the composition, and such wonderful pre- 
cision and brilliancy of execution are amazing 
in a mere stripling. One listens in vain for 
any feebleness, indecisiveness, or indication of 
immaturity. 

If it anywhere exists itis in the expression 
of deep emotion. It would be singular and 
even unpleasing if a boy full of health, vitality 
and youthful feeling should have in himself a 
power to express those feelings that belong to 
the later and sadder phases of life. Happily, 
the young Dengremont is built on a sounder 
and healthier basis. The absence of this pow- 
er is something on which he is just now to be 
congratulated. 

He played last evening De Beriot’s Seventh 
Concerto for violin and orchestra, a Chopin 
Nocturne, arranged by Sarasate, and a Sou- 
venir de Haydn by Leonard of Paris his 
formerteacher. In each of these he displayed 
a beautiful talent. In the De Beriot Concerto 
his execution was extraordinary and masterly. 
His ingenious behavior, the freedom and un- 
affectedness of youth, the brightness of his 
manner, and the assurance and poise of his 
style made it all pleasurable.

A Drug Store Sensation, 
From the New York World. 

Mr. S. G. Welling keeps a drug store at New 
Rochelle, where he has resided for many 
years, and is highly respected. Until Wed- 
3838 night he was the possessor of a beau- 
tiful little glass mortar of the capacity of three 
ounces, which he has used for six years, and 
valued highly on account of its crystaline 
clearness. n Wednesday evening, having 
occasion to nix some acetate of zine in pre- 
paring a prescription, he used the mortar, 
washed it clean in a pail of water of ordinar 
temperature, and wiped it dry with a towel. 

He then placed it upon the lower shei? in the 
prescription deparment, with its edge resting 
upon the tiny pestle always used with it, and 

assed into the front store. An instant, later 

e was startled by a sharp explosion, like that 
of dynamite, followed by a jingle of glass. iHis 
first impulse was to examine the bottles of 
acid upon the shelves. But finding them un- 
disturbed he was about to abandon the in- 
quiry, when the glitter of fragments of glass 
on the lower shelf riveted his attention. The 
mortar had exploded into fragments which 
were absolutely numbered by thousands, and 
some of which had been projected six or seven 
feet. The larger fragments were so com- 
pletely traversed by minute lines of stratifica- 
tion, that they could be crushed between the 
thumb and forefinger with very slight pres- 
sure. 

Gathering the larger pieces into a package, 
Mr. Welling brought them to this city yester- 
day afternoon and showed them to druggists, 
who were entirely unable to account for the 
strange phenomenon, and advised him to send 
specimens to eminent scientific men, with a 
view to obtain an explanation. It may be 
suggested that the explosion: was probably 
due to the imperfect annealing and analogous 
to that of a Prince Rupert’s drop. Such drops 
may be produced by dropping molten glass 
into a vessebof cold water, when beautiful 
globules of crystalline purity and clearness are 
produced. They resist pressure, but upon 
the slighest abrasion of the surface fly into a 
thousand pieces. The cause is the unequal 
expansion of the outer shell and internal 
structure, so that when the former is once 
disturbed the latter expands suddenly, and 
shatters the globule into fragments. Possibly 
some gritty particle in the acetate of zinc had 
disturbed the internal surface of the mortar, 
so that pressure of the interior strata of* the 
glass acted with sufficient energy to produce 
the explosion. 


Need of Cheap Cabs.

pending upon them, whereas they now walk 
or trust to horse railways or L roads to short- 
en the walk.

erty seemed to be the knowledge that his fine 
will be turned over to the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children, by whose offi- 
cers the Fold was raided, and at whose in- 
stance the prosecution for cruelty to Louis 
Victor was instituted. Warden was averse 
to giving the names of the persons from whom 
he received the certificate of deposit, as the 
do not desire publicity. It is understood, 
however, that they are connected with the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, to the ministry 
of which Mr. Cowley belongs. 

Through the usual commutation of two 
months to a prisoner whose conduct is good, 
Mr. Cowley’s term of imprisonment expired 
on the first inst. But he was unprepared then 
to pay the fine, and, according to the terms of 
his sentence, stood committed a day for each 
dollar. Mr. Cowley was tried upon one of 
twenty-five indictments found by the Grand 
Jury upon the testimony of, children rescued 
fromthe Fold. The late District Attorney 
Phelps prosecuted in person, assisted by the 
present District Attorney, Mr. Rollins, and 
the trial was long and exciting. The prosecu- 
tion, particularly in summing up, was regard- 
ed as the greatest effort of Mr. Phelps’ official 
life, and it was the last, for his health began 
to fail soon afterward. It is regarded as a 
singular Coincidence that Mr. Phelps died at 
about midnight on the 3lst ult., only a few 
moments before the beginning of the day on 
a ow Cowley’s term of imprisonment ex- 
pired.

Women as Inventors.

It is often loosely said by men that women 
never invent anything. But women can be 
and are inventors, as is shown by the report 
of the Patent Office for the last year, when 
more than seventy patents were granted to 
women, an increase of ten over the previous 
year. Most of the patents are for household 
articles, with which they, are most familiar, 
and in which improvements would be suggest- 
ed by daily use. The feminine mind is, asa 
rule, quicker than the masculine mind; it 
takes hints and sees defects which would e 
cape the average man’s attention, particular- 
ly in all domestic utensils. The beginning of 
everything is an idea; but they who have ideas 
are often incapable of giving them material 
form. Women frequently carry the germs of 
patents in their head, and cause some rude 
machine containing the germ to be constructed 
which serves their purpose. If they were 
men, they would, in all likelihood, have ap- 
plied for patents, and, in a proportion of 
cases, have secured them. But woman sel- 
dom thinks of getting any profit out of her 
ideas or from her ordinary labor; her whole 
and.only aim being to lessen the trouble and 
friction of her work. In mand farm-houses 
of the country, especially in those of New 
England, divers improvements have been 
made in culinary and other utensils through 
the suggestions of women—suggestions that 
should have been patented. If women would 
fix their minds to inventions, it is entirely 
probably that they would distinguish them- 
selves in that line far more than they hate 
ever done hitherto.

Our Cold Winters. 
From the New York Times. 


The unusual severity of the present winter 
naturally recalls the remarkably cold winters 
of the past. Statistics show that this season 
has been steadily growing milder for many 
vears. There seem to be no such winters now 
us there were seventy or eighty vears ago, ow- 
ing, no doubt, to the cutting down in this 
country of the native forests, the planting and 
growth of towns and cities, and the general 
development of the land. During the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, there were In 
the Old World some winters bitterly memor- 
able. In Britain, in 1664, the Thames was fro- 
zen to the depth of sixty-one inches, and 
nearly all the birds in the United Kingdom 
perixhed. In 1692, the cold was so intense in 
Southern Europe, especially in Aus- 
tria, that wolves were driven by hunger into 
Vienna, where they attacked beasts of burden 
and even human beings. Three vears later 
many persons were frozen to death in various 
parts of Germany. The Cold Winter, us it 
was called for distinction, oceurred in 1709, 
when all the rivers and lakes in Europe were 
compactly irozen, and even the sea several 
miles from shore, and the earth itself from 
seven to eight feet deep.

to A crisp. Smith was seen to 
fall in the melee, and when his friends 
tried could not find him. Fearful that he 
had been killed outright and 
the body hidden, a diligent 
search was kept up all day yesterday. Early 
this morning a fewgunfalterlng friends found 
the remains in the pineons. The-corpse was 
perforated with bullets and thethead crushed 
by heavy stones. 

One Mexican was killed and several others 
wounded.

The police court room was crowded again 
this morning with various classes of citizens 
drawn thither by summons from the Court for 
examination of their qualifications as jurors and 
bygeuriosity to hear trials of cases which have, 
within the last week, caused such a decided 
sensation inthis part of the city.

A jury having been 
demanded a panel of nearly fifty jurors had 
been summoned, and to obtain the 
requisite number of six fortv of the panel 
were excused for having formed an opinion 
or were prejudiced either for 
or against the prisoner. The persons accepted 
as jurors were 8. C. Martin, M. Schulthiz, M. 
Zeller, A. Mueller, John Schatz and 
Leo Lager. The proof was to the effect that 
th boy threw two snow-balls at the 
time of arrest at boys of 
the publie school. The counsel 
for the boy, A. R. Taylor, in his remarks to 
the jury, Was very severe upon the officer for 
making the arrest. The boy stated that his 
provocation for throwing was the 
boy threw balls at him through an augur hole. 
The jury alter being out atew moments re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty, and thus 
fell the base of the fabric which caused the 
sensation. 
a FATHER O’REILLV 

was next called to the bar to answer 
the charges of hindering, obstructing and in- 
terfering with an officer in the discharge of 
his duty. The following persons were select- 
ed as jurors: F. Hunleith, Thos. Brown, 
John Hoffmeister, C. W. Hoffmeister, A. 
Beckmann and John Wollschlager. The first 
witness was Officer Farley who testified that 
Father O’Reilly told him the boys should not 
be taken, that he (Farley) told O’Reilly if he 
had any complaint to make to go the office, 
but this he refused to do, and among 
other violent acts Father O’ Reilly 
yuulled out a portion of his (the officer’s) 
beard. Michael Tanzberger, an old citizen, 
witnessed the affair and testified to the assault 
made upon the officer and the atteinptto re- 
lease the boys. Mrs. Tyne saw the assault made 
substantially the same as the former witness- 
es. Capt. Kennett testified to having given 
orders to Officer Farley to arrest any boys or 
others engaged in throwings now balls in a way 
calculated to disturb the peace and 
particularly of the Public School,as complaints 
had been made to him in that respect. The 
defence was made upon the grouud that the 
officer was not inthe discharge of his duty 
and had no rightto arrest the boy, therefore 
Father O'Reilly was justified in resisting the 
officer. The jury after an ab- 
sence of less than five minutes rendered 
a verdict of not guilty on the ground as taken 
by the defence, that a man has a right 
to be the judge as to whether an 
officer is in the discharge of his duty without 
making complaint to his superiors. The case 
of Edward O'Reilly was then nolle pros’d.

'The indications presented at this time are 
favorable in every way to an early resumption 
of the rafting season, and with more profit to 
those interested than it has been for several 
years. The basis for such statements are ful- 
iy warranted when it is known that the snow 
falls inthe great lumbering centers of the 
north have been unusuallycheavy, and that the 
logging operations, or the movement of logs, 
has been in full blast since the latter part of 


last November. 


Hundreds of men are engaged at the work, 
andthe logs that will be**banked” between this 
and the 15th prox., will exceed by several mil- 
lions of feet the work of several seasons pre- 
vious, and in thus beginning at the very foun- 
dation we are enabled to present with a con- 
siderable degree of accurateness ag account of 
what the results of the approaching season 
will be. With the present favorable circum- 
stances all that can tend to prevent a heavy 
business will be in an overflow which will, of 
course as in other years, cut the year’s work 
short. Another matter that stands forth for a 
full consideration is in the streams that run 
through the lumbering country, and empty in- 


to the Mississippi river. 


If rain should fail to fall in sufficient quanti- 
ties to keep the water up to its standard 
height, or a dry spell should set in, as a natu- 
ral consequence lumber could not be rafted out 
in quantities to make it a paying investment,

In 
the sudden freeze up the middle of last No- 
vember between St. Louis and Rock Island, 
Illinois, there Was something near 39,000,000 
fect caught and frozen in. Fortunately all of 
it was put into safe harbors, and none of it, it 
ix thought, will be damaged by the breaking 
up of the ice. Of the 30,000,000 feet, 12,000,000 
to 18,000,00 feet will be senthere. St. Louis is 
deeply interested in this interest, more so than 
any city or town between here and the lumber 
regions, from the fact that the dealers 
here have from $15,000,0000 to $20,000,000 of 
capital invested init, and that it furnishes 
hundreds of men with employment from the 
first of March to the last of November in each 
ear. To give a showing of the magnitude of 
the business itis only necessary to say that 
during the years 77, 78, and 'n, the aggre— 
vate numberof feet received was over 650,“ 
000,000. At Alton Slough, a raft harbor twen- 
ty-iive miles north of the city, there is about 
3,000,000 feet, and this will be the first to reach 
this part this spring. So far as is known now 
the following named companies and dealers 
will receive lumber: Knapp, Stout & Co. 
Company, 35,000,000; Eau Claire Lumber 


Company, 30,000,000; the Schulenburg 


Boeckeler Lumber Company 30,000,000 feet; 
the Gruner Brothers’ Lumber Company, 
10,000,000 feet; these firms will positively re- 
ceive the amounts mentioned, and probably 
more. The dealers named in the following 
are classed as only to receive the number of 
feet set aside them: Wm. Druhe, 6,090,000 
feet; John Meyers, 7,000,000 feet; Charles 
Naber, 4,000,000 feet: Joseph Ganahl, 6,000,- 
6000 feet; Methud & Mevers not less than 
4,000,000 feet; O’Neil Lumber Company, 
2,900,000 feet; George Boeckenkamp, 2,590,000 
feet; Hoecker & Henglesburg, 3,600,000 feet;

The Original Investment in 
and Sheds on Twelfth and 
Poplar. 


A Great Fire Trap Under Fourteenth 
Street—What Chief Sexton Says. 


A Post-DIsPATCH reporter dropped into 
the Fire Department Headquarters this morn- 
ing, actuated by curiosity, to know what was 
the first cost of the magnificent structure on 
Twelfth and Poplar streets, alleged to be the 
St. Louis Union Depot. Unfortunately the 
records of the building permits only go back 
five years. The main structure which was 
originally meant to be turned into a freight- 
house as soon as the permanent depot build- 
ing, west of Twelfth street Was 
built, is between five and six 
vears old. Reference to the books for five 
years past shows that the Union Depot com- 
pany and the Union Railway and Transit Com- 
pany have made the following improvements 
during the period mentioned, to meet the 
growing needs of St. Louis: 

Union Railway and Transit Company,north- 
side of Poplar, between Ninth and Tenth 
streets, one-story iron warehouse; cost $3,500. 

Union Railway and Transit Company,north- 
side of Poplar, between Tenth and Eleventh 
streets, one-story iron warehouse; cost $3,500. 

Union Railway and Transit Company, south 
side of Poplar between Fourteenth and Six- 
teenth, one-story frame iron-clad warehouse; 
cost, $450. 

Union Depot Company, south side of Pop- 
lar, between Tenth and Eleventh streets, one- 
story iron-clad baggage depot; cost, $2,000. 

Union Railway and Transit Company, east 
side of Tenth, between Poplar and Spruce 
streets, one-story iron-clad freight depot; 
$6,000. 

Union Railway and Transit Company, north 
side of Poplar, between Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth streets, one story frame for stor- 
age, $0. 

Inthe absence of the exact figures on the 
brick building and sheds which have done 
duty nearly six years as a Union Depot, Chief 
Sexton and his assistants fell to discussing the 
probable cost. The conclusion reached was 
that if $40,000 was laid out there the improve- 
ments were well paid for. The Missouri Pa- 
cifie Depot on Seventh street, which is palatial 
compared with the Twelfth and Poplar street 
disgrace, cost about $80,000. The original esti- 
mate Was $60,000, but the figures over-reached 
that considerably. - 

Chief Sexton, as an old builder and also as 
the head of the tire department, keeps track 
of pretty much all the iifprovements made. 
He was asked if the present structure was 
what he understood was contemplated when 
the Union Depot commenced operations. 

„No,“ was the reply. I always supposed 
this was to be the freight depot and that the 
company designed to put up the Union Depot 
between Twelith and ö — streets. 1 
suspect the depot company are a good deal 
like folks who go to work to build part of a 
house with the intention of putting up the 
main portion after a while. When 1 was 
building people used to come to me and say, 
‘sexton, I want you to put up such and such 
nu kind-of house. I want it so and so 
because Iam going to build the other part in 
u var ortwo.’ Well I would go ahead and 
put up the house and there it would 
stand for years with the other part never 
touched. You can see houses all over this 
town put up with that idea in mind. I sup- 
pose the Union Depot Company found they 
could get afong with what they had put up 
and so they let it rest.” 

Conversation drifted off to the firetrap on 
the site of what is to be the Union Depot 
when the company feel the public pressure 
sufficiently to go ahead with their plans. The 
tracks wert of Twelfth street and extending 
under the Fourteenth street bridge are 
used to store the coaches on between train 
times. Between and along these tracks the 
company has put up and allowed to boput up 
u number of little} shanties in which oil, the 
cleaning material and various inflammable ar- 
ticles are stored. The spaces are narrow and 
these shantiesstretch along for many yards,with 
palace cars and coaches crowded all around so 
close that one can scarcely pass between. This 
collection of costly rolling stock oe— 
cupies rarely less than ten tracks close 
together and stretches two or three blocks 
in length. Someday a spark from an engine 
or the careless act ofa wiper or cleaner will 
start alittle blaze in a pile of greasy rags, or 
from some such mean origin will spring a con- 
flagration Which wit sweep through that col- 
lection of oil saturated shanties, und among 
the coaches, and there will be an aggregate of 
loss which will go a long way toward building 
a. Union Depot worthy of the city. 

The reporter expatiated somewhat on this 
phase of the Union Dgpot nuisance and asked 
the chief how he would like a tire in that lo- 
cality. — 

“It would bea mighty bad place to lead 
water too,” wasthe cautious reply after the 
old man had meditated on the waterpipe con- 
nections of the neighborhood.” 

We have had one fire in those little build- 
ings,“ remarked Assistant Chief Bame, “It 
rene ly amount to much, for we got at it 
early. 

The truth is there is no worse fire-trap in 
St. Louis to-day than this same locality west 
ef Twelfth street, with its thickly-clustered 
couches and the numerous shanties of pine 
sides, tarred roots and tinder-like contents. At 
almost any hour of the day there is a quarter ofa 
million worth of property there to tempt the 
fire-tiend. Railroad men have felt the danger 
und remarked it. The Union Railway and 
Transit Company has numerous tracks 
stretching out like radii from a common cen- 
ter still further west, and if the depot was 
built the empty coaches would be scattered 
over a number of*blocks instead ofeing 
huddled together as they are now. 9

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COURT OF APPEALS. 


A Batch of Opinions Rendered by the 
Tribunal To-day. 

The Court of Appeals to-day rendered ten 
decisions, the first batch of the year. There 
were seven cases affirmed, two reversed, and 
one dismissed. The list is as follows:

affirmed.

Cowan vs. Shepley; writ of error quashed 
and dismissed. 

Moves et al. vs. Sectional Dock Company; 
judgment affirmed pro forma. 

Shultz et al. vs Haeussler; affirmed for fuil- 
ure to prosecute appeal. 

KITCHEN ODOR. 

The “Kitchen odor” case of Clark et al. vs. 
D. C. Thatcher refers to the suit brought by 
lawyers in the Lueas Building against the 
restaurant-keeper on the ground floor, whose 
culinary department emitted obnoxious odérs 
permeating the offices above. The case was 
barrowed down to the point 
whether a tenant from month 
to month could maintain a suit for an injune- 
tion to restrain a nuisance injurious to his 
possession. The appellate ceurt holds that he 
carnot. A tenancy from month to month is 
not a continuing right of possession, and it 
matters not that the petitioner has long been 
in the enjovment of the premises by such a 
tenure. The court below commit— 
ted no error in refusing to 
receive the evidence and in dismissing the 
suit. The judgment is attirmed. This opin- 
ion is the maiden effort of Judge Seymour D. 
Thompson and all the judges concur. 

AN ASSIGNEE’S SUIT. 

In the case of Haeusler, assignee of the U. 
S. Savings Institution, against Charles H. 
Teichinan, judgment was asked for the 
amount received back by Teichman of his do- 
nation of 350 upon each share of stock held 
by him in the U.S. Savings Institution. In 
1875 the capital of the institution became 
impaired, and Teichman, as President, did, 
with other stockholders and directors, donate 
$25,600 with the condition that When a divi- 
dend was declared, the donors should receive 
interest upon their donations, and that the 
principal should be returned when the insti- 
tution revived its prosperity. In 
1879 the institution became insolv- 
ent, and un assignment was made. 
Mr. Teichman then received back the amount 
of his donation and it was charged to profit 
and loss. The Circuit Court sustained a de- 
murrer to the petition of the assignee for re- 
covery on the ground that it did not set ferth 
facts sufticiént to eonrtitute a cause of action. 
The judgment is affirmed. 


LOTTERY LAW. 


A Chat With the Special Agent of the 
Post-Office. 


There is afeature of the Municipal ordi- 
nance passed with a view to squelching lot- 
tery, Which is not generally known. A few 
cases brought under it would have decidedly 
salutary influence in making lottery unpopu- 
lar with property-owners and house agents. 


Without a local habitation the glass wheel and 


the schemes would be relegated to some guar- 
ret. This feature of the law is as follows: 
„Every person who, in the city of St. Louis, 
shall knowingly permit to be used any house, 
building, shed, booth, shelter, lot or other 


premises to him belonging, or by him ocecu- 
pied,of which he has at the time possession or 
control, for the sale or exposure to sale of any

‘| while running for 


of any lottery ticket in any lottery, or device 
in the nature of a lottery, or for the purpose 
of conducting any gift enterprise or scheme of 
drawing in the nature of a lottery, within the 
city of St. Louis or elsewhere, shall be deemed 
guilty of.a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined npt less than ten dollars 
nor more than four hundred dollars for cach

COL. SCHUARTE. 

A reporter of the Post-DISRATCH inquired 
to-day of Special Agent Schnarte, of the Post- 
office. Detective Department, whether any 
steps Were being taken by the Department to 
suppress the forwarding of lottery tickets and 
circulars through the mails. Col. Schuarte 
said: There is no doubt that 
the mails are used largely 
for this business and the whole thing is un- 
lawiul,but it is difficult to make a case against 
the agents.

The Naval Appropriations. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 18.—The 
naval appropriaton bill, as agreed to by tae 
committee, appropriates $14,461,037, based 
upon estimates aggregating $15,022,021. It is 
an increase over last year’s appropriation of 
$55,000. The item for pay of the navy is $125,- 
060 in excess of last year, $100,000 of the in- 
crease being for the pay of seamen, and 25, 
000 for rank.
